“Our Halloween celebra¬ 
tions are the remnants of the 
pre-Christian Celtic celebra¬ 
tions,” said Fred Suppe, a 
Ball State history professor 
and an expert in Celtic folk¬ 
lore. 

“The Celts can be traced 
back to 800 B.C. to what is 
now southern Germany and 
include the ancestors of the 
Scottish, Irish, Manx, Welsh, 
Cornish and Bretons. Par¬ 
ticular motifs of modern-day 
Halloween such as the date 
and time it is celebrated, 
children trick-or-treating, 
the jack-o-lantem and bob-

bing for apples are related to 
Celtic traditions.” 

When Christianity was 
introduced to the Celts, 
church leaders tried to per¬ 
suade them to abandon their 
pagan celebrations and adopt 
the Christian calendar. Be¬ 
cause these traditions were 
culturally ingrained, the 
church provided alternative 
holy days such as All Saints’ 
Day on November 1. 

“The evening before All 
Saints’ Day became ‘All Hal¬ 
lows’ Day,’ then ‘Hallow’s 
Eve,’ with the word ‘hallow’ 
meaning holy or saint and 
‘eve’ meaning the night be¬ 
fore,” Suppe says. “Hallow’s 
Eve evolved to Halloween.” 

Another origin for trick- 
or-treating comes from Scot¬ 
land, where young men in 
their late teens donned dis¬ 
guises after the harvest. 

“The Celts called them 
‘guisers,’ which is where 
we get the word ‘geezer,’” 
he said, “The guisers would 
march around a house and 
demand hospitality, which 
evolved into small children 
asking for treats.” 

Trick or Treat hours will 
be from 3-5 p.m. this Sunday, 
October 29th for Augusta, 
Brooksville, Germantown 
and all of Bracken County.

The Legend of Betsy s Well 

Adam Shrofe, also spelled 
Srouf, served in the Revolu¬ 
tionary War, in the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Fourth Cavalry Regiment. 
He received his last pay Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1783, and afterwards 
migrated to Kentucky. He 
married Hannah Wood, Ma¬ 
son County, on November 19, 
1791. To the family were bom 
six children, Nancy, Amos, 
Elizabeth (Betsy), Sebastian, 
Mary and Sarah. 

Nancy, their first child, 
was bom in a brick house 
about half a mile east of Do¬ 
ver, that was built by her father 
Adam Sroufe. The house still 
stands today. 

Elizabeth (Betsy), 

daughter of Adam and Han¬ 
nah Sroufe, married Robert 
Boothe. They lived on a little 
hill just east of Augusta, which 
became known as Betsy Booth 
Mountain (near the Gerhard 
Farm Supply in east Augusta) 
and has carried that name down 
through the ages. During one 
of the Western gold mshes, 
Robert Boothe, Betsy’s hus¬ 
band, and Adam Shrofe, son of 
Amos Shrofe, son of Adam and 
Hannah Wood Shrofe, went to 
the West in search of gold. 

From the story that has 
been handed down through the 
generations, they found a large 
amount of gold. On their way 
home, Shrofe met with an ac¬ 
cident and was left for dead. 
Boothe returned home with 
the gold and also with a story 
that they had been robbed, 
and in the robbery Shrofe had 
been killed. In that case, since 
Shrofe was his wife’s nephew, 
he thought it best to hide the 
gold. 

A short time afterwards, 
Shrofe, who had been left for 
dead, returned home. Accord¬ 
ing to the story handed down, 
the gold was kept in an iron pot 


hanging in a well at the Booth 
home near Augusta, and Betsy 
Boothe showed it to several of 
her close friends. One of these 
friends was a relative of her 
husband and a very dear friend 
of hers. Betsy invited her to 
the well, then reaching for the 
hidden rope she wound the pot 
of gold up the well to the top 
and showed it to her. 

Then, since she was so 
close to the family, she took 
a lump of the gold from the 
pot and gave it to her with 
these words, “This is yours to 
keep.” 

From this lump of gold, a 
beautiful ring was made, and 
the rest of the lump was kept 
intact. The ring and the lump 
of gold has been handed down 
through the generations of the 
family. 

Today, one of the great- 
granddaughters of this dear 
friend of Betsy’s has a ring that 
was put on her finger when she 
was a little girl. A ring of gold 
that was fashioned from a lump 
of gold that hung by a hidden 
rope in Betsy’s well. 

Adam Shrofe lived in a 
white stone house on Front 
Street in Augusta, and ac¬ 
cording to the story, watched 
the Boothes the rest of their 
lives, and no disposition was 
ever made of the gold. In this 
world, today, gold is scarce 
and very valuable, but some¬ 
where around Betsy Boothe 
Mountain, in the bottom of the 
well, that has probably been 
filled with dirt, lies an iron pot 
filled with that precious metal. 
GOED!

THE DANGERS OF SOCIAL MEDIA 

A recent survey by the Royal Society for Public Health 
suggests that social media can be bad for our mental 
health. Anyone who has ever spent time on Facebook or 
Instagram probably knows that the images and messages 
there can make you feel insecure, envious and inferior. 
Cases of cyber-bullying and other forms of online shaming 
or intimidation are too well-known for anyone to doubt this 
possible hazard. The survey of approximately 1500 people 
aged 14-24 found that social media sites such as Facebook 
and Instagram increased feelings of anxiety in over half 
of the respondents. Seven out of ten of the respondents 
said that Instagram made them feel worse about their body 
image and 2/3 of them said that Facebook made cyber- 
bullying worse. Those who spent more than two hours 
per day using social media were most at risk, and the 
researchers are calling for measures aimed at educating 
users on how to use social media in a positive way. We all 
desire to connect with others in a positive way, and while 
social media can facilitate this, it can also make it very 
easy to harm others. So use social media, but use it wisely, 
and always only for good. - Christopher Simon

“Hunter Harvest Deer 
Days” Nov. IT"- - 19“’ 

The Bracken County UK 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice, Bracken County EEA, 
UK College of Agriculture 
and Kentucky Department 
of Eish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources will hold “Hunter 
Harvest Deer Days” at the 
extension office. The times 
will be from 4 p.m. till 8 
p.m. on Nov. 17^^ 8 a.m. till 
8 p.m. on the 18^^ and 8 a.m. 
till 3 p.m. on the 19^^. 

This program was de¬ 
signed to give the hunters 
of Bracken County a place 
to donate legally harvested 
deer (doe or buck) that they 
would otherwise not shoot. 
Landowners that are hosting 
hunters, please encourage 
them to take a doe or two to 
help with the overpopula¬ 
tion of deer and donate it to 
the project. This will in turn 
help control the growing 
number of deer in the county 
that cause a lot of damage to 
crops, gardens and vehicles. 
It will also supply our local 
food banks that will distrib¬ 
ute the ground venison to 
local people in need. Due to 
food safety concerns we will 
only accept deer harvested 
on these three days that are 
the whole deer, field dressed 
and with the skin on. If the 
temperature is warm, use 
a bag of ice to protect the 
meat. 

No deer will be accepted 
that do not meet food safety 
standards. If you plan to 
harvest deer for the project, 
please register by calling 
the Extension Office at 606- 
735-2141. Have your deer’s 
conformation number ready 
to provide, we will need it 
to take possession of your 
deer. They are also in need 
of skillful volunteers that 
would be willing to donate 
their time to help process 
the donated deer.

782-3162. Door prizes for 
both the hunters and vol¬ 
unteers are sponsored by 
Bracken County Earm Bu¬ 
reau.

Varsity Runners Lead Augusta 
at Meet of Champions 
with Solid Performances 


Over 5,000 athletes en¬ 
tered with over 125 elemen¬ 
tary, middle school, and high 
school teams. The Meet of 
Champions held at Master- 
son Station Park on Satur¬ 
day, October 21, is one of the 
largest cross country meets 
in Kentucky each year. Au¬ 
gusta returned for the first 
time since attending in 2012. 

The boys’ varsity race 
featured 31 full teams and 
365 runners. David Reed 
finished 90^^, running a 
person best time of 18:09. 
Adam Sallee finished 158^^ 
in 19:15, and Seth Pouts fin¬ 
ished 185^^ in 19:43. Clay¬ 
ton Jamison ran a season best 
21:43, while Stephen Cordle 
finished in 31:19. The team 
finished 25^^. 

“I was really pleased with 
the performances today,” 
Coach Tim Litteral said. 
“This is by far the largest 
meet we’ve ran in this year, 
and my goal for our guys was 
to just run solid times, not 
necessarily running their best 
time, but being in the ball¬ 
park of their best time. Our 
last three meets have been on 
the Mason County course, so 
I wanted to see them perform 
well away from there. David 
set PR, Clayton set a season 
best, and the others were near 
personal bests.” 

“I feel like we’re peak¬ 
ing at the right time with 
Region approaching.” The 
varsity team will compete 
at the Region 5 Class “A” 
Championship this Saturday 
at Lykins Park in Winchester, 
Kentucky. The girls’ varsity 
race begins at 3:15, with the 
boys’ varsity following at 



4:15 p.m. 

488 runners competed 
in the boys’ MS 4K race. 
Conner Snapp was the first 
Augusta finisher, finishing 
in 19P^ place in 16:40. Will 
Kelsch finished in 22:24, Eli 
Cline in 23:08, and Jesse 
Johnson in 23:13. Cline set 
a new personal record, while 
Johnson ran a season best 
time. 

In the girls MS 4K 
race, 406 runners competed. 
Emma Young placed 52^"^, 
running a season best 16:51. 

In the girls’ 6^^ grade and 
under championship race, 
Madisonn Wenz finished 
185^^ out of 389 runners, run¬ 
ning 15:25. 

In the boys’ 6th grade 
and under open race, Gray¬ 
son Miller, shown above, 
medaled, placing 9^^ of 133 
finishing in 13:12. 

This was the last race of 
the middle school season. 
While the middle school sea¬ 
son is complete, Snapp’s sea¬ 
son will continue as he com¬ 
petes with the varsity team. 
Young’s season will also 
continue as she competes for 
the girls’ varsity.

Bracken County Upcoming 
Scheduled Road Projects 


The following Road 
Projects have been sched¬ 
uled for Bracken County: 

• KY 19 (Milford-Pow- 
ersville Road) 5.5 - 7.7 mile 
marker - A resurfacing proj - 
ect on KY 19 (Milford-Pow- 
ersville Road) from Chaney 
Road extending north to KY 
165 is scheduled to begin 
the week of October 23rd. 
Motorist should watch for 
lane closures with flaggers 
on each end of the work 
zone to control traffic during 
working hours. Expect mi¬ 
nor delays. Work is weather 
pending. This project has a 
November 15th, 2017 com¬ 
pletion date. 

• KY 1109 (Western 
Hills Road) 0.0 - 2.2 mile 
marker - A resurfacing 
project on KY 1109 (West¬ 
ern Hills Road) from KY 
10 extending north to Cox 
Lane is scheduled to begin 
the week of October 23rd. 
Motorist should watch for 
lane closures with flaggers 


on each end of the work 
zone to control traffic during 
working hours. Expect mi¬ 
nor delays. Work is weather 
pending. This project has a 
November 30th, 2017 com¬ 
pletion date. 

• KY 875 (Bridgetown 
Road) 3.5 - 6.2 mile mark¬ 
er - A resurfacing project on 
KY 875 (Bridgeville Road) 
from 3.5 mile-marker ex¬ 
tending north to KY 10 is 
scheduled to begin the week 
of October 30th. Motorist 
should watch for lane clo¬ 
sures with flaggers on each 
end of the work zone to con¬ 
trol traffic during working 
hours. Expect minor delays. 
Work is weather pending. 
This project has a November 
30th, 2017 completion date. 

• KY 435 (Minerva 
Road) at 3.9 mile-marker 
- A slide repair project on 
KY 435 (Minerva Road) is 
in progress. The road will 
be closed to through traf¬ 
fic during daylight hours of 


8 a.m. until 6 p.m. during 
weekdays. Motorists should 
find an alternate route. Proj¬ 
ect is projected to be com¬ 
plete by Oct 25. 

• KY 22 (Falmouth- 
Neave Road) 0 - 4.3 mile- 
marker - A highway safety 
improvement projeet is 
scheduled to begin in Octo¬ 
ber that will improve shoul¬ 
ders of KY 22 starting at the 
Pendleton County line to KY 
10 at Willow. Crews will be 
working Monday through 
Friday from 9 a.m. until 
4 p.m. Motorists should 
watch for crews, equipment, 
flaggers and expect short de¬ 
lays. 

• KY 8 (Mary Ingles 
Highway) - 4.2 mile-mark¬ 
er - A bridge replacement 
proj ect is in progress on KY 8 
over Snag Creek. Motorists 
should be alert when enter¬ 
ing the work zone. The road 
is elosed to through traffie. 
Motorists are encouraged to 
use the signed detour taking 
KY 8 to KY 2228 to KY 9 to 
KY 1109. The project has a 
November completion.
